The Dominion government has sent out several 
feelers to Washington with no result, and it will be 
recalled that the United Sutes government recently 
anaoimced that Canada vsas not on its preferred lirt 
of countrim as far as reciprocity was concerned. This 
announcement was iaterpreled at OtUwa as showing 
that Washington considered posaibililies of a Irealy 
were so remote that it was wasted tune to conhguy 
negotiations. 

It is obvious that the United Slates at the present 
time is'primarily interested in negotiatmg treaties with 
countries with which it has an unfavorable trade 
balanoa. The treaty re ce ntly aignod with Cuba is na- 
peeled to be followed by similar agreements with 
other Central and South American countries. 

Tha trade relationship of C anasla and tha United 
Suiai..of course, hsa sn f fa i adseverely during the last 
four years as a result of the tariff walls which have 
been established in both countries. But there arc 
hundreds of business leaders in the United Slates who 
will heartily second the motion of the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce. In 1929, for example, Can¬ 
ada bought ♦869,000.01)0 worth of goods from the 
neighboiuig republic, which has enjoyed a substantial 
favorable balance every year, with three or four ex¬ 
ceptions. right .from the time of Confederation. The 
Ugirnd Stems as wan as C a n a d a needs every 
worth of business it caa get. 

It is perhaps too much to expect that the authorities 
at Washinglon will make any move until after tha 
November eicctioos.
